gome Interesting Farts Which Science 


Does Nof Satisfactorily I xplain. 


There fire pome curious and interesting 


tacts in regard to tho geograpliicj.1 distri- 
bution of cancer which science as yetdoea 
not satisfactorily explain. Tbo last cen- 
sus of the United States demonstrates that 
tins disease is especially prevalent in the 
New Etijjl.mil states and on tlie southern 
Pacific coast, that it is prevalent in New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio am! m the in- 
terior of Michigan and the southern part 
of Wisconsin, and that it is least preva- 
lent upoa the Mississippi and in tho south, 
and that the proportions ore generally 
lower in the coast regions than m tho in- 
terior. 


An, examination ot the reports of death 


from cancer in England and Wulcs made 
by Dr. Itavilland leads him to conclusions 
quite in accord with those derived from 
our own census. 
Both banks of the 


Tweed near Berwick, and of the Tyne at 
Newcastle, some pai ts of Yorkshire and 
the whole o£ tlie beautiful Lake District 
are fertile beds o£ cancer. Tho Iblo of 
Wight is all but free from this disease, 
while it is common in Brighton, Folke- 
stone, Dover, Ramsgate and Margate. 
Statistics also demonstrate, as other facts 
have seemed to prove, tiiat density of 
population, poor living and laborious toil 
liav!|P!liitUe to do with the development 
and appearance of cancer. 


Thus in London, in which as a whole 


cancer is very prevalent, the parish of St. 
Luke, the neighborhood of Bishopsgato 
street, crowded Bcthnal preen, the Islo of 
Dog, Kothersbithe anil Bormomlsey ore 
almost exempt from iliis cii.uu?, but in 
the respcclablj parts of t!,c r'ctropolis, 
about the Marylebone ro;ul,lii"%'Hl'3 park 
and Primrose hdl it is o.\« !<i tonally fre- 
quent. In Liverpool, wln'cli lias a large 
mortality from other causes of death, as 
shown by the fact that, with a population' 
of 652,000 in 1873, the number of deaths 
exceeded those ot the total number o£ the 
births by 1,000, the percentage of deaths 
Jrom cancer was exceptionally small. In 
the future it may be discovered tbat the 
localities vUicre the prevalence o£ this 
disease is most frequent have certain 
characteristics in common which science 
may overcome, and thus notably dimin- 
ish this tendency in such localities. 


In the report on tho vital statistics of 


t!io United States of the tenth census in 
1880, it is remarked that the peculiarities 
o£ the differences in mortality from can- 
cer in different localities may be in part 
explained by differences in the population 
of these localities as regards race and age. 
It is a disease which is much less fre- 
quent in the colored than in the white 
race, hence the mortality from it is greater 
in the north tiian in the south. It causes 
the greatest proportion of deaths where 
there ore the greatest proportion of people 
of advanced age, that is to say, in the 
New England states. Hence In a»y given 
locality, a large proportion of deaths from 
cancer indicates to a cen' 'tu extent that 
the locality is a iieaitrnul and a long 
settled one and has a large proportion ot 
inhabitants of an advanced age.—New 
York Tribune.

10 work as .m offlco-boy at tho OBt.ibliBbment 
of

Argus, with which paper be was, in one 
capacity or another, connected until his ap- 
pointment by President Cleveland as Secretary 
o! the Treasury. 
In 1673 be asbumed Bole

of the company. He was a member of the New 
York Democratic State convention of 1874 
that nominated Samuel J. Tildcn for Gov- 
ernor, and was a delegate to the St. Louis 
convention of 1876 that nominated Mr. Tilden 
for President. He was also a member ot the 
New York State Democratic Committee since 
1676, was its secretary in 1879 and 1880, and 
was elected eh airman in 1881. 
He was warm- 


ly Interested in the nomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land for President at Chicago. 


MT. Manning's resignation as Secretary of 


theTreatury was sent to tho President in the 
lummer of 1880, it being accepted February 14, 
1687, when it was found he could never thor- 
oufhly recover. Ho failed to derive any great 
benefit from a trip to Europe last spring. 


Mr. Manning was active and successful ont- 


eide of journalism and politics. He was long a 
director otthe Albany & Susquehanna Railway 
Company and president of the National Com- 
mercial Bank of Albany, of which he was first 
director and then vice-president. Ho was also 
perk commissioner ot Albany and a director of 
the Albany Electric-Light Company. 


He has t» o sons and a daughter. 
H's first 


wife died four years ago. " He contracted a sec- 
ond matrimonial ull.ance in November, 1834, 
Immediately after the election of Mr. Cleve- 
land to the Presidency, leading to the altar 
Idlss "Fryer, daughter of an Albany dry-goods 
prince.
